Use and handling of video games to reduce the likelihood of a seizure 


- Use in a well-lit area and keep as far a way as possible from the screen. 

- Avoid prolonged use of the PS Vita system. Take a 15-minute break during 
each hour of play. 

- Avoid playing when you are tired or need sleep. 


Stop using the system immediately if you experience any of the following symptoms: 
lightheadedness, nausea, or a sensation similar to motion sickness; discomfort or pain 
in the eyes, ears, hands, arms, or any other part of the body. If the condition persists, 
consult a doctor.

CONTROLS 
* Scanning and re-scanning objects 
Take the items from the conveyor belt, 
pass them in front of the scanner then 
put them back on the belt. If the scanner 
can't recognize a barcode the first time, 
pass the item in front of the scanner a 
second time. 


* Typing barcodes 
When the scanner refuses to accept an 
item, type the code on the keypad. 


* Other 

Sometimes a customer may forget 
personal belongings on the belt. If you 
ever see something like that, just give it 
back to the customer.
